Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 7-15, and 20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
arguments provided by the Applicant in the remarks filed 4/13/2009 are persuasive. 
While Crane does teach 1 ,4-cyclohexane dimethanol divinyl ether (column 12, line 1), it 
is used in the preparation of the phenol/carboxylic acid-releasing latent fluxing agent 
and therefore the structure is changed before being used in the curing composition. 
The prior art fails to teach one of the claimed polyfunctional vinyl ethers with a 
polyhydric phenol and a phosphorus flame retardant. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
